As nearly as can be 
ascertained the rebels came from Tam- 
pico. They were well equipped with 
ammunition and horses. After landing 
they immediately set out across coun- 
try in the direction of Jalapa. It is said 
that Gen. Candido Aguilar is in com- 


This action gives color to reports that 
rebels ~‘om Tampico are pursuing Gen. 
Zaragaza’s forcés who struck south 
after evacuating that city and that the 
design is to force a batt's upon them, 
not far from Vera Cruz.

The Constitutional- 
ists here say the capture of the aban- 
doned supplies is surpassed in impor- 
tance only by the moral encouragement 
the evacuation will give to the Consti- 
tutionalist troops and the depressing ef- 
fect it must have on the Federal forces. 
They say that the 12,00 men gathered 
at Saltillo under Gen. Maas néver again 
will be an efficient fighting force, as 
the spirit of the men has been broken. 

Gen. Carrera Torres is said to hold a 
position within the outskirts of San Luis 
Potosi, and it is possible he may Occu- 
py the city before the fleeing Federals 
from Saltillo can straggle in. San Luis 
Potosi is not so well adapted for a 
strénuous defense as Saltillo, and it is 
believed the Federals also May evacu- 
ate that point. 

The next move of Villa’s army, it is 
said, will be toward San Luis Potosi, 
but that move will not be a hurried 
one. Gen. Torres is believed to have the 
situation well in hand and there will 
be no attempt to march the Constitu- 
tionalist troops over the 2s miles of 
desert. 

The Constitutionalist troops accord- 
ing to present plans, will move against: 
San Luis by a roundabout route, which 
will allow of railroad transportation all 
the way. They will be transported from 
Saltillo to Monterey, thence to Tampico 
and from the gulf port to San Luis over 
the National of Mexico Railroad.

Carolina Tract, 86,100 Acres,

Which Widow Will Retain. 

WASHINGTON, May 22.—The moun- 
tain estate of the late George W. Van- 
derbilt, on top of the Alleghany Moun- 
tains in Western North Carolina, 86,700 
acres in extent, soon will become a part 
of the National Forest Réserve. The 
National Forest Reservation Commis- 
sion today approved the purchase of 
the Pisgah Forest at an average price 
of $5 an acre, the total cost to be $423,-

FATHER WEEPS IN COURT 


Harry Graham, Son of A. J. 
Graham’ of Chicago, Sen- 
tenced to One to Ten Years, 


A young prisoner’s efforts to conceal 
the fact that he ‘as the son of A. J. 
Graham, a wealthy Chicago banker and 
politician, ,were upset at his trial in 
Belleville Thursday, when the State's 
Attorney introduced in evidence three 
letters the prisoner sent to his father, 
mother and sweetheart. 

The letters had been intercepted by 
the Jailer and were the conclusive evi- 
dence upon which a jury found him 


guilty of attempting to work a confi- 
dence game and sentenced him to an in- 
determinate term of from one to W# 
years in the Illinois Penitentiary. 

The prisoner, who for three months 
had insisted his name was H. A. Ran- 
dall, is in reality Harry Graham, 2 
years old. 

Father Breaks Down. 

The prisoner's father arrived iin Bel!- 
ville from Chicago in the morning to 
assist his son at the trial. He is 6 fest 
2 inches tall, with white hair, white 
mustache and goatee and wore @ Prince 
Albert coat. 

He sat with the two lawyers for the 
defense and was as much surprised as 
they were when the State introduced 
the three letters. The attorneys imme- 
diately informed him it would be use- 
less to attempt to present a defense for 
his son. They let the case go to the 
jury after the State closed its testimony. 

A few moments later the jury re- 
turned a verdict of guilty. The banker 
broke down while the verdict was being 
read. He wept as the foreman spoke 
the word “guilty.” 

Letters Were Intercepted. 

Regaining his composure, the banker 
walked over to hig son and spent sev- 
eral minutes in whispered conversation. 
Then he arranged immediately to return 
to Chicago. 

Young Graham was charged with hav- 
ing attempted to cash an American Ex- 
press Co. money order at John Laugh- 
lin’s store in East St. Louis about three 
months ago. It was alleged the money 
order was one of a number which had 
been stolen from a drug store in Chi- 


SCaEO. 


The State, in attempting to get posi- 
tive evidence, had ordered the Jailer to 
intercept the prisoner’s correspondence. 
In this way three letters, which the 
prisoner had written and given to other 
prisoners to mail for him, were handed 
over to the Jailer. 

Letter to Miss “Patsy.” 

In a letter to Miss ‘‘Patsy’’ dated as 
being written from “Little Hell,” Gra- 
ham urged that his letters be sent to 
“H. A. Randell’ and that his parents 
be admonished to disown him {f they 
should be asked to identify him. . 

The letter also contained the state- 
ment that “Otto should have given you 
the $7000 that was my share of those 
orders. If he did not, I'll kill him when 
I get out.”” He added that hé was not 
worrying about getting out of jail, be- 
cause he had $5000 he could get when 
at liberty. 

Chicago police attended the trial. 
waiting to arrest young Graham and 
take him back to Chicago if he was not 
convicted in Belleville.

— Senator 
Root, Republican member of the For- 
eign Relations Committee, held the Sen- 
ate’s attention for five hours yesterday, 
speaking in support of the administra- 
tion bill to repeal tne tolls exemption 
clause of the Panama Canal law. As 
the New York Senator sat down, Sen- 
ator Kern, Democratic floor leader, led 
the applause from the floor and spec- 
tators in the galleries joined in. 

The burden of the speech was to prove 
that the WHay-Pauncefote treaty pro- 
vided that the treatment accorded py 
the United States to its own citizens in 
the use of the! Panama Canal must be 
the same as the treatment to be ac- 
corded to the citizens of all other na- 
tions. 


“Hroad Principle of Equality.” 
Senator Root declared the United 


States always had ine:ssted on this broud 
principle of equality, and insisted that 
the understanding cf Henry White, Jo- 
seph Choate, John Hay and Theodore 
Roosevelt, the Americans who nego- 
tiated the treaty, was that the equality 
mentioned in the cenvention was the 
broad equality which had marked Amer- 
ican diplomacy. 

Taking up the specific question of ex- 
ermiption of American coastwise vessels, 
the Senator said the law of 1912, grant- 
ing this exemption, violated the equality 
Suaranteed by the treaty. This was 
true, he argued, because no real coast- 
wise trade of the United States could 
pass through this canal, ‘000 miles away, 
and, consequently, what the law did was 
to exempt a class of American over-sea 
trade without at the same time exempt- 
ing the like over-sea trade of Great 
Britain, Russia, Mexico and- other coun- 
tries. 

The Senator said he was voting for 
repeal now because, in the judgment 
cf Senators best able to judge, the Sen- 
ate wou'd not vote to arbitrate tne dis- 
rute, 

“Would DishOnor Ourselves.” 

“Right or wrong,’ he said, “if we de- 
cide this in our favor and refuse to 
arbitrate we are discredited and dishon- 
ed, We have repudiated our own prin- 
ciples. Now let any Senator who votes 
igainst repe take the responsibility of 
leading his country into that position. 
It every constituent of mine was looking 
forward to lower freight rates I would 
not so lead my country.” 

He added that the United States 
should not wait for all the nations of 
the worid to protest against the ex- 
emption, because the United States must 
Le the keeper of its own conscience and 
act on Hs own j'idgment without wait- 
ing for protests. If he were right as te 
the interpretation of the treaty, he said. 
he would not favor exemption even if 
Great Britain rave iis cunsent, because 
the questidn was bhroade: than the 
tights of Great Britain. 

In conclusion, Root said he would ven- 
ture to say American diplomacy has 
cnnobled -nd sweetened international 
intercourse. He called upon his fellow 
Senators tO meet their duty to the: 
country in the same noble spirit that 
John Hay had met his.

The Hessian fly is again attracting the 
attention of wheat growers, especially 
in the northwestern part of the State, 
where in some sections a large major- 
ity of the fields are badly-infested. The 
pest began its work last fall on the 
young wheat and passed the winter in 
the base of the wheat plants in the 
brown flaxseed stage. With the first 
warm days of spring the small mosquito- 
like flies escaped from these winter 
cases and laid eggs for the firat spring 
brood of maggots. These maggots are 
now nearly mature at the base of the 
plants. Badly infested wheat is turning 
yellow and falling. 

Between now and wheat-cutting timea 
second swarm of flies will appear to lay 
eggs for another brood of maggots, 
which will be full fed and pass the sum- 
mer in the stubble in the flaxseed stage.

No Men Will Get Space in Ten- 
Story Office Structure at 
Kansas City. 


GIRLS TO RUN ELEVATORS 


They Will Also Replace Office 
Boys and Male Stenographers 
Need Not Apply. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 2,—Kansas 
City is to have a 10 story office build- 
ing which will be devoted entirely to 
business women. No men will be al- 
lowed to rent space in the building. The 
building is to be erected by the 
Woman’s Commercial Club, and a 
woman Capitalist whose name has not 
been made public will finance the un- 
dertaking. The site has been practical- 
ly selected but its location has not been 


made public as the women do not wish 
the price on the lot to advance before 
they can close the deal. 

The building will be designed by a 
woman architect, with a special view 
to the accommodation of women, The 
agent of the building will be a woman, 
the janitors will be women, the eleva- 
tors will be operated by girls, and girls 
will be employed as porters. Office 
girls instead of office boys will be emé« 
ployed by the tenants and male stenog- 
raphers need not apply. One man has 
asked for an office in the building, de- 
claring that he Wanted it because he 
knew it would be kept clean, but his 
request has been refused. 

Only Business Women Members. 

The Women’s Commercial Club is com- 
posed of women who own or operate a 
business or are members of some pre- 
fession. It is said to be the only or- 
ganization of its kind in thé country. 

The club plans to rent as many of- 
fices as possible before the building is 
erected. A woman banker in anothe: 
city has engaged space on the ground 
floor and will open a woman’s bank 
Milliners, woman proprietors of stores 
that handly clothing for women hair- 
dressers, women doctors and lawyers, a 
woman dentist, a woman florist, a 


j dressmaker and & woman photographer 


have already engaged rooms, A _ busi- 
ness school for women conducted by a 
woman will have an entire floor. 

The club will have quarters in the 
building with a large lobby where wom- 
en cah meet at any time. A cafe will 
probably be Installed that men may visit 


if accompanied by women. While many 


ef the members of the club are suf- 
fragiets,; many others are not, and the 
bullding will be devoted entirely to the 
needs of the business woman and not to 
women politicians. 

“We find we can do better work by 
being unified,” says Miss Reineke, presi- 
dent of the Wonien's Commercial Club 
“So effectual has this unification be- 
come that our clienteles—I mean the 
clienteles of the leading business women 
of Kansas City—are Virtually the same. 
It is partly for the convenience of these 
clienteles that we wish to be all to- 
gether in one building, but it is partly, 
tov, for our own advantage and because 
we Want an office home over which we 
ean exercise full control. We shall be 
free to exclude fro the building all that 
is undesirable and to maintain a stand- 
ard that will be im accordance with our 
best ideals. We can do all this and 
make it pay, for we are business women 
who have, without exception, experi- 
enced some measure of success.”

Army Engineer Says Swindle 
Was Discovered Before Un- 
safe Material Was Used. 


WASHINGTON, May 22.—The great 


stee] locks in the Panama Canal are as 


strong and as safe as engineering skill 
can make them, and there is not the 
slightest danger to life or property in 
their use, notwithstanding the disclos- 
ure of attempted fraud in the supply 
of proper meta! for their construction. 

This statement was made at the Isth- 
mian Canal offices today, when attcn- 
tion was called to criminal presentments 
found by the grand jury in Pittsburg 
yesterday against five steel makers won 
a charge of conspiracy to furnish infe- 
rior material for the locks. 

Maj. Boggs. in charge of the canal 
offices here, explained that the attempt 
to deliver defective steel castings, or 
castings that had not been fully treated 
and annealed, had been discovered by 
the Government inspectors before the 
material was worked into the locks.

The United States Government, it was 
declared, had lost no money by this at- 
tempt at fraud. The purpose of the 
prosecutions in Pittsburg, it is asserted, 
is to warn would-be dishonest contract- 
Ors and punish those alleged to be 
guilty in this case. 


Pittsburg. Grand Jury .Recommends 
Indictment of Five Steel Men 
PITTSBURG, Pa., May 22.—Indictments 
against five men, employes of the Car- 
bon Steel Co., on charges of conspiracy 
to defraud the United States Govern- 
ment by furnishing inferior quality steel 
for the Panama Canal locks are recom- 
mended in a presentment by the Federal 
grand jury. The report was made yes- 

terday. 

It is alleged that the steel furnished 
was of such an inferior quality that the 
immense locks at the dams in the canal 
are liable to let go at any time, causing 
heavy loss of property and probably 
lives. 

The men nan.ed by the grand jury are 
Samuel M. Wetmore, David J. Simpson, 
Dennis K. Sullens, Henry Lutz and 
James E. Lacy. Two others, W. R. 
Warren and Fred Schoppe, also em- 
ployes of the company, were named in 
the presentment, but the grand jury 
recommended that no indictment be 
found against them, as they gave val- 
uable testimony before the grand jurors. 

Wording of the Presentment. 
The presentment reads as follows: 
“That the above. men named did on 


Sept. 14, 1911, unlawfully and feloniously 


sccbabin. ventions confederate and agree 
together. with divers persons to the 
grand jury unknown, knowingly, will- 
ingly and corruptly to defraud the 
United States of America.”’ 

The grand jury requested that the 
Court direct E. Lowry Humes, United 
States District Attorney, to lay before 
it a bill for indictment, more particular 
and at length, setting forth the alleged 
violations of law by the men named. 
Humes said he would present the in- 
dictment tomorrow. 

It is claimed that Wetmore, who was 
superintendent of the Carbon: Steel (Co. 
in 1911, and Bullens, who was metallure- 
ist, together with the other men, con- 
spired to defraud the Government by 
furnishing an inferior quality of stee] t, 
be used in. building the locks in the 
Panama Canal. 


It is alleged such steel was furnished 
and that the ends of the large beams 
and plates were tempered highly so that 
when the Government inspector would 
chip off an end to analyze it he woy} 
get a sample that was of the best kind 
of steel, while the remainder of the 
beams and plates were of inferior qual- 
ity. 

McKnight With COmpany Then. 

The plant and offices of the Carbon 
Steel Co. are in this city. The officers 
of the company are: 

President, Charles McKnight: vice- 
presidents, Gilbert G. Thorne, George 
S. MacCrum; secretary, D. E. Corbett: 
treasurer, Dean R. Wilson. 

Wilson said President McKnight was 
the only present official of the company 
who was connected with the Carbon 
Steel Co. at the time of the alleged 
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fraud. He referred all those seeking in- 
formation to McKnight. 

He volunteered. the information, how- 
eyer, that only two.of the men named in 
the presentment were employed by the 
Carbon Steel Co. at the present time. 
Samuel M. Wetmore, former superin- 
tendent, he said, is now manager of 
kales. The other man not named held a 
minor position, he said.

Weller, who is under 
bond on an assault charge, told the po- 
lice after his arrest that he suspected 
his wife of telephoning to‘ other men, 
and that he had an extension put on the

He said he saw his wif2 
walk toward a man, who Was apparent- 
ly waiting. 

Weller,thereupon drew his revolver, 
and as the man ran, fired: four times.

Besieged by Letters Intimating 
Trouble if They Don’t Sup- 
port Bartlett Bill, 


WASHINGTON, May 22.—Members otf 
the House are receiving many demands 
from labor organizations to vote for the 
Bartlett bill, which proposes to exclude 
labor unions from theSoperation of the 
Sherman anti-trust law. 

While the communications are framed 
in such a manner that direct threats are 
not apparent on the surface, they are 
being interpreted to mean that all the 
forces of organized labor will be used to 
defeat members: who vote against the 
bill when it is offered as an amendment 
to the administration’s anti-trust pro- 
gram. : 

One Is Fiatly Against Bill. 


Representative Estopinal of Louisiana 
today replied to a letter stating that 
“labor always remembered its friends’ 
by declaring that he was friendly to or- 
ganized labor, but that he. would not be 
bullied into voting for the Bartlett bill. 

Estopinal is one of the few Democratic 
members who has given a direct answer 
to the communications. The majority of 
the Democrats, who represent districts 
where thére is a labor vote, are in a 
state of panic. President Wilson has 
sent word to the House leaders that he 
will not accept an anti-trust program 
which contains class legislation like -the 
Bartlett bill. 

House leaders have taken his state- 
ments to mean that he will fight the 
measure and will veto any bill which 
contains such a provision. On the othér 
hand, many of ths Democrats, who have 


littlé personal strength, are greatly per-f 


turbed at the prospect of voting against 
the bill and meeting the opposition of 
organized labor in the November elec- 
tions, 

The Progressives in the House are con- 
sidering supporting any demands that 
Samuel Gompers of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor may make, in the hope 
that organized labor will support their 
candidates next fall. 

Representative Hinebaugh will see Col. 
Roosevelt within a few days. If the 
Colonel accepts the labor program the 
House Progressives propose to vote for 
the exemption and to attempt to make 
political capital of their votes in the fall 
elections. 

,The recognized House leaders have an- 
nounced that they propose to give no 
more consideration to the Bartlett bill.

G.”" And as Ulysses Hiram Grant he 
registered on the books of the military 
academy. 

Fate was to have still another 
“whack” at his name.’ He had secured 
the appointment to West Point through 
the influence of a Congressman who 
was an old friend of the family. This 
legislative gentleman, knowing «that 
Mrs. Grant’s maiden name was Simp- 
SOM, assumed that that was the middle 
mame of her son, and as Ulysses 
Simpson Grant he appeared on the nom- 
ination papers. The youthful West 
Pointer had no objection to his new 
name, and, to save the trouble of hav- 
ing it changed, accepted it as his own, 
“U. S. Grant.”

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“aL CONVICTS 
KANSAS PROBLEM 


TOPEKA. Kan., May 22.—A new sys- 
tem of requiring a mental and psycho- 
logical examination of all convicts in 
the Kansas penitentiary to determine 
their potentiality for good citizenship 
when released has brought the State 
face to face with an entirely new prob- 
Jem in dealing with its criminals. Gov. 
Hiodges put the new system into effect 
fn February and the first tests have 
gust been submitted to him by the parole 


The problem is, what shall the State 
fo with men and women who are years 
past the legal age, but whose mental 
activities are those of young children? 
Where were 38 prisoners who asked pa- 
roles of the Governor last month. These 
Mer and women had served the mini- 
mum time required by law and were 
eligible to release by the Governor un- 
@er the parole system. The 38 were ex- 
amined by the prison physician as to 
their bodily health, mental condition 
and sociological and psychological rec- 
ord to determine what chances they had 
to “make good’’ outside. 

Of the 38 there only six were normal 
mental. Four were slightly below nor- 
mal and 28 men and women, from 23 
to 68 years old, the tests showed, really 
‘Were nothing more than children from 
7 to 12 years old. 

They are unusually quick tempered. 

‘Several Have Minds of Children. 

A white man, 58 years old, who had 
@erved 7 years, when given the psycho- 
logical tests showed that he thought and 
acted like a child of 9. 

Another white man, 30 years old, had 
the mentality of a child of 7 years. His 
judgment told him the highest profes- 
gion is that of a prize fighter. It was 
his greatest ambition to have physical 
training that he might become a “white 
hope” and redeem the pugilistic honors 
of his race. When the prison physician | @ 
asked him what he regarded as the4ow- 
est possible profession he replied 
*“‘statesmen.”’ ; 

Another man, charged with murder, 
was 66 years old, but talked and acted 
like a boy. A negro, 38 years old, had 
‘the mentality of a child of 8 He was 
gent to a reform school when 9 years 
old and ; pent 7 years there and in jails. 
Then he served in the United Sates 
army for 3 years. Two years and nine 
months of this time was passed in 
guard houses and he had’6 or 6 years’ 
additional time on his head when his 
enlistment expired and he was dishonor- 
ably discharged. 

“What are we going to do with these 
men and women?’ the Governor asked 
when the reports were presented to him 
lact week. “Not one of these '28 men 
has an equal chance with other persons 
if’ they are released from prison. They 
are too old to submit to the same treat- 
ment as a child, but they are actually 
Only children in grown-up bodies. They 
have been the victims of environment, 
dack of training and control at home 
end their minds stopped developing 
early or when they quit going to school. 

¥ Are Deficient Morally. 

“Most of these men and women went 
‘to school a few years, maybe until they 
were eight or nine years old, and their 
minds have not developed from that 
time. They are not insane and cannot 
be said to be feeble minded. In many 
cases we find the prisoners are mentally 
almost normal, but morally are de- 
ficient. 

“These men and women can be led 
easily into trouble again. They have 
little sense of right and wrong. They 
assume toward anyone who befriends 
them an attitude of childish confi- 
@ence. Once out of prison and they 
face an unequal fight with the world. 
Human. jackals prey upon them. 


“The prison is not the place for them. 
They must be punished, but they need 
@evelopment and contact with other 
™men and women to improve their men- 
tal and moral conditions. 


“Steps should be taken to prevent the 
_ feproduction of this class, but there 
#ught to be another form of punish- 
ment. A farm and school with the 
‘community or group system of living 
and control, without high walls, would 
De better than a prison. We maintain 
@ school at the prison and it does much 
good, but this sort of men and women 
should have as much mental training 
a8 possible with the actual labor a 
“gecondary consideration until there ‘5s 
some indication of their minds being 
“developed. ?

“I want to tell you about this lawyer. 


He was Gen. Benjamin Harrison, later 
President of the United States. I took 
the paper containing the item that was 
made the basis of the suit to the Gen- 
eral. He treated me very kindly, but 
after he had read the article, he paused 
and a look of amusement came over his 
face. I asked him if he thought it was 
libelous matter. 


***Young man,’ he said, ‘if I wanted a 


man libeled I would hire you to do the 
job, feeling that it would be complete.’ 


“T was scared, but I cannot say I was 


frightened at the prospect of paying $20,- 
000, for, to be absolutely frank, I did 
not have that much small change on me 
at the time. 


“The General asked me if I thought we 


could prove the allegations in the arti- 
cle. We. proved'them and won the case 
and the General refused to accept any 
fee from us, but he warned us that it is+ 
not always best to print everything that 
we can prove.”’
